"There is an abundant supply of 
easy speculative money throughout 
the country which should take care 
of any contingencies that might 
arise. 


"I do not look for any change in 


the federal reserve rediscount for 
some time to come, chiefly because 
I see no occasion for Changing it. 


"The government will have about 


$500,000,000 surplus on hand as of 
June 30, but I cannot say what the 
next congress will do toward lower- 
ing taxes." Mr. Mellon stated that 
all signs and indications at the mo- 
ment point to a most successful 
business year.

To Be Displayed 


At Morrill Hall 


During thc month of April 
an 


exhibition of the Norwegian land- 
scapes of William H. Singer, jr., 
will be displayed in Ihe galleries 
of Mori-ill hall by the- University of 
Nebraska school of fine arts. 
Singer is an American artist, but 
characterized as 
spiritually 
un- 


American. He withdrew to a vil- 
lage in a. hidden corner of Norway, 
and his /landscapes portray his love 
of that country's beauty. lie is not 
a romantic ar.list of the type of 
Casper David Triedricli, or Runge, 
nor does he attempt to express na- 
ture philosophically or show it do- 
ing acrobatic stunts. He does, how- 
ever, bring a rare understanding 
to thc subject of the natural land- 
scape in its changing tones. 


By meaiys of his technical knowl- 
edge 
of pastels Singer is able to 
create emotion and rhythm from 
the play of light in different sea- 
sons. The poet in the artist is re- 
vealed by the placing 'and blend- 
ing of his rich harmony of color, as 
well as by the titles of his pic- 
tures. 


Singer's feeling for -atmosphere 
shows the impressionism of Monet 
and Segantini. While he resemb-

Representative MoMastei' did not 


entirely agree with Mr. Brown. He 
believes that a large group is nec- 
essary to get fair consideration on 
all matters. When questioned re- 
garding the percentage of bills pro- 
posed on grounds of only individual 
experience, Mr. McMastcr estimated 
that 50 per cent were introduced on 
this principle.

At a meeting of the Lancaster 
county Bar association at the Grand 
hotel Saturday evening the follow- 
nig report was given concerning tho 
life of Judge Samuel J. Tuttle who 
passed away in Lincoln February 
14. The eudlogy written by a com- 
mittee composed of F. M. Hall, Geo. 
A. Adams and Lincoln Frost. 
.The committee appointed to pre- 
sent a testimonial in memory of the 
Honorable Samuel J. Tuttle asks 
you to recall the loss of an esteemed 
member of 'the bar. He was born 
at Dover, Ohio, on the second day 
of August, 1845 and died at Lincoln 
on the 14th .day of February, 1927. 
Ho came to Lincoln in March,'1SU3, 
so -at the time of his deatn he had 
almost finished 
his 
fifty-eifhth 
year of active practice in this city. 
"The intervening years had been 
spent in preparation for his .chosen 
profession. He was., above all else, 
a student. He found no tinie t'oi 
play in the ordinary sense, as his 
books were his recreation. 


Classmate of McKinley's. 
"He began early to equip himself 


for his future activities. 
His ele- 
mentary education was acquired in 
a country school. Later he atten- 
ded college, first at Merea and then 
at 
Hillsdale 
college, graduating 


from the latter in 1S6C. The next 
year he continued his studies at the 
Albany Law college, from which he 
graduated in 1867, in the same class 
with the late William McKinlcy, af- 
terwards president of thc United 
States. 


"Saon after his arrival in Lincoln 


ho 
formed a 
partnership with 
Colonel J. R. Philpot. As both were 
good lawyers their firm was suc- 
cessful. 


Our young attorney, as soon as he 


was located and established in his 
profession, returned lo 
Ohio and 
there married Miss Rianca J«'. Kies 
who survives his "death, as docs his 
daughter Helen. 


After tile dissolution of his part- 
nership with Col. rhilpoth, formed 
other partnerships but for most ot 
his life he carried on his practice 
by himself. He soon developed a 
superior knowledge relating to real 
property and all the later years o£ 
his life were given almost exclus- 
ively to legal 
problems relating 
thereto. 


On Board of Education. 
"During the early days Mr. Tuttle 


took quite an Interest in education 
and shortly after coming to Lin- 
coln became a member of its board 
of education. AVhile still a. member 
of thatv board he was selected by 
the legislature as one of the board 
of regents of-the state-university. 
He was later elected to the latter 
jffice. During the time of his serv- 
ice a.s regent he advocated the re- 
mtival of the university to a forty 
acre tract of ground whofo south- 
west corner is located at the inter- 
section o£ Twenty-seventh and O 
streets. He failed in his efforts to 
change the location of the univer- 
sity and at the time was censured 
quite generally, his critics arguing 
that he Had a selfish motive in 
wanting the university coved be- 
cause of the nearness of his home. 
The subsequent wonderful develop- 
ment of the university h.ii: shown 
that Judge Tuttle was correct in 
his conclusion that^the then cam- 
pus, 
consisting of four ""blocks, wa.s 


entirely inadequate for its future 
development. If he had succeeded in 
his plan.of removal it would have 
made a great change in the history 
of the university's development 


tate loans. Judge Tuttle continued 
Mr. Moore's adviser until the lat- 
ter's death. 
Following that event 


Judge Tuttle continued as attorney 
for the estate, his retention having 
been provided for in Mr. Moore's 
will. 
Tho relationship between 


these two was very close and fe- 
clients ever had an attorney win 
gave more conscientious service. 


"Throughout his life Judge Tut 
tie continued to be a student. Un 
til the time of his death he kept up 
his Latin and his Greek and couk 
translate either proficiently. 
H 
also, in addition to his nativi 
tongue, had acquired two moderi 
languages. Xaturally much of his 
time was spent in his law and pri- 
vate libraries, for such learning as 
was his only follows as the resul 
of hard -work. 


A Profound Scholar. 


"He was much attached to his 
home and was very devoted to his 
loved ones. His evenings were spent 
with them and with his books. The 
training to which lie voluntarily 
gave himself up could result in bul 
one thing, to-wit: 
The develop- 


ment of a profound scholcr. 
"We would not leave the impres- 


sion that Judge Tuttle was not a 
companionable man. No young at- 
torney i-ver went to his office ask- 
ing for help that was not unspar- 
ingly given. 
More than one law- 
yer was wont to talk with 'Judge 
Tuttle whenever they had knotty 
problems relating to real estate law. 
His opinions on titles were looked 
upon as almost infallible. 


"Because of his long residence in 


this city and because of his notable 
ability as a lawyer thc chamber of 
commerce in 1924 voted to make 
him a life member. This is an hon- 
or that has bee'n extended to few 
of our citizens. From that time on 
Judge Tuttle daily occupied a cer- 
tain chair at a certain 
at 


During most of his life Judge 


Tilttlc affiliated with the democratic 
party and two democratic govern- 
ors appointed him to fill vacancies 
on the District bench. 
Governor 
Boyd appointed him in 1S32 and 
Governor Holcomb in 1S9S. In both 
instances Judge Tuttle's time of 
service was short, but was long 
enough to demonstrate that had a 
wonderful capacity for work and 
that he -could perform the duties 
of a District judge lo the satisfac- 
tion of the most exacting attorney. 


Professor at Law College. 
'For some dozen years prior to 1920 
Judge Tuttle was a professor in the 
University of Nebraska law college, 
and the subjects which he taught 
related to real property. During a 
Dortion of that time he gave a 
ourse on Roman law. 
'Through all tho later years of his 


ife his main client was. Robert E. 
Moore, who had heavy real estate 
ntercsts and made many real es-. 


thc noon-day luncheon of that club. 


"The manner of his death, could 


he have chosen in advance, was 
as the judge would 'have wished 
it. On one day he was about the 
home os usual, was about the of- 
fice attending to his practice and' 
was at the chamber of commerce 
at luncheon in his accustomed 
place: while on the next he was 
gone forever. He no longer occu- 
pied. his' place at the fireside: no 
longer was at his office studying 
knotty legal problems; and no 
longer was he in his accustomed 
chair at luncheon at the club. Be- 
tween these two days his family 
onti his associates had lost him for 
all time. 


"These sudden deaths, while one 


retains his normal physical and 
mental facilities, arc ideal for the 
one going, but are a cruel shock 
to relatives and friends left be- 
hind. So in the case of Judge Tut- 
t)c the shock was tho greater be- 
cause 
the 
death 
came without 
warning.

Doffs Hat to "Nonuareir5 


As Greatest of the Great 


Eddie Graney, Famed Referee in Ring- Sport, 


Rates the Original Jack Dempsey a's 
Battler Without Peer; Recalls Historic 
Mill With Campbell, Oregon Giant. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 26.—"When you've uttered 


the name of Jack Dempsey, the nonpareil of othe^r days, 
you've spoken of the greatest warrior of his size and inches 
that ever lived/' says Ecldie_ Graney, the referee of ather 
days, who lives in San Francisco. 


"There have been great fighters and remarkable fight- 


ers through the 45 years since John L., Sullivan became 
king," added Graney, "but there never was one, when all 
things are considered, who was in the nonpareil's class. 


"If memory serves me correctly, he won 60- consecutive 


fights. He fought all men from his own class—which was 
around 150—up to 215 pounders. And he whipped them all. 
Dempsey was a super-hitter, who could box superbly, who 
knew every trick of the fighting- trade and who was as brainy 
as any fighter that ever lived and who never yielded to any 
man in the matter of sheer courage. 


Praise for Peter Jackson. 


. "He had no weakness, and I know 
of only one other fighter—Peter 
Jackson, a negro heavyweight—of 
whom I could say that. Dempsey 
was great In every way that a 
fighter was great, and he was one 
of the few men that ever lived who 
could glvo away a ton of weight 
and still go on to victory. 


"I saw the nonpareil in many of 


his triumphs,' but never in a more 
spectacular one than in 189j when 
he fought the giant Dave Campbell 
up in what was then "Washington 
territory. Dempsey was 
5 feet S. 


inches tall and weighed 147 then; 
Campbell weighed over 210 and 
•was more than 6 feet tall. 


Fought With Bare Fists. ' 


"As the ring was being: pitched 


on the turf, lor that was to be a 
figfht with bare fists, under London 
prize ring1 rules, Campbell walkr 
over to Dempsey with a hatful of 
sliver and paper money and said: 
" 'Do you want to do any bet- 


ting?' 
" 'No,' answered Dempsey, 'I have 


no money to bet, and they'—his 
hand swept the crowd—'have quit 
mo. They 'aren't holding any hope 
for me.' 


"'Well, why should, they?' jeered 


Campbell, Tm going' to slaughter 
you." 


Anger In Jack's Eyes. 


"Anger flamed in Dempaey's eyes. 


He jumped up from the grass 
•whero ho had been sitting and said 
to Campbell: 'You wait here.' In 
live minutes Dempsey was back. 
" 1 was able to borrow $250 from 


the crowd' he said quietly, 'and I 
want to_bet'lt.' 


" 'All right—it's 2 to 1 on me, so 


here is $535 against your $250,' re- 
plied Campbell. 


" 'I don't want to bet it that way, 


replied Dempsey. 'I want to bet you 
?250 at even money that the first 
punch I hit you in that.fight, will 
break your nose and knock you out 
at the samo time.' 


Big Fellow Amazed. 


"Campbell looked at Dempsey in 


amazement. For he thought •Demp- 
sey either was poking fun at him 
or gone crar.y. And wjiy not, such 
an idea? For there was Dempsey 
refusing to take 2 to 1 on victory 
and asking only even money on the 
1,000 to 1 bet that he would knock- 
out his huge rival w'ith the first 


punch,, and guaranteeing that the 
punch would also break that man's 
nose. 


'"Campbell accepted the bet—and 


the fight was on. 


"In the 
first round Campbell 


rushed Dempsey, swung at him, hit 


him glancing and then leaped at 
him with spiked shoes. The cruel 
spikes 
caught 
Dempsey 
in 
the 


fleshy part of one leg and ripped it 
from knee to ankle. 


Torrent of .Blood. 


"A torrent of blood gushed forth 


and while Dempsey was trying to 
steady 'himself, Campbell rushed 
again, 
bumped 
him 
and 
upset 


Dempsey. 


"Under the London rules, each 


time a man was knocked, wresteled 
or thrown to the ground in any 
way whatsoever, it ended the round. 


"Dempsey went down for the 


second round with his leg bleeding 
so profusely that every 
time he 


stood in one spot for a few sec- 
onds, a pool of blood formed there. 
And Campbell kept lunging and 
tearing in at the little man, grab- 
bing him in wrestling holds and 
trying to throw the smaller man 
to the earth. 


All Over In One Punch. 


"All through the first and the 


second, Dempsey never let go with 
a punch. He was waiting for his 
chance. It came in the third. Camp- 
bell rushed Jack, and, as he came 
in, Dempsey braced his body that 
was weakening with the loss of so 
much blood, picked an opening for 
a pile driver punch—and then let 
it go. 


"It was -Dempsey's first—and only 


—punch of the fight. It hit'Camp- 
bell with frightful force upon the 
bridge of his nose. Campbell went 
down—and out. And when his sec- 
onds dragged him to his corner and 
the 30 seconds of rest were over 
and Campbell could not answer for 
the fourth round, they examined 
his nose. 
» 
'It was broken in two different 
places."

Nebraska is singularly fortunate 


in that all towns of 1,000 or more 
population reporting have central 
station electricity. Even its towns 
of under 1,000 population are more 
frequently supplied with this essen- 
tial of good housekeeping than are 
the towns of the same size through- 
out the United States, for OS per 
cent of Nebraska towns of this size 
have central electric stations. 
Power in the form of stationary 
engines'is used for farm work on 48 
of every 100 Nebraska farms and in 
the form 
of eelctricity on 19 of 
every 100 farms that reported in the 
recent home equipment survey con- 
ducted by the Nebraska Federation 
of Women's clubs. Although some 
farms may have both stationary en- 
gines and electricity, It is obvious 
that mechanical power is available 
for household use on more than 
half of the Nebraska farms report- 
ing.The following- illuminating article 
on this subject is submitted by Ivan. 
D. Wood, state extension engineer 
of The University of Nebraska. 
"It has been but a few short 
years since all of the operations of 
every household were performed by 
hand. The house-wife In village 
and country alike used the energy 
of her own body to turn the wash- 
Ing machine and ringer, wield the 
broom and in some instances to 
pump -water. She heated the flat- 
irons on a hot range with no elec- 
tric fan to cool the atmosphere. 
"The advent of 
electricity and 
other power units has relieved this 
situation more or less in the vil- 
lage but too many farm homes are 
n'ot so situated that power may be 
obtained from a transmission line 
and too many have not taken ad- 
vantage of the small light plant 
or the gasoline engine. 
"Let us consider for a moment 
the possible sources of power for 
the operation of househol^ equip- 
ment. Transmission line I'trvlce, if. 
dependable, has many advantages. 
Standard 110 volt equipment may be 
used. Little care in upkeep is nec- 
essary, cost per unit of current is 
not excessive and one the fann 
power is available for the operation 
of saws, 
elevators, 
pumps, feed 
grinders and even shellers, thresh- 
ing machines and irrigation pumps, 
besides all of the household equip- 
ment. 
"The individual electric plant is 


available to all whose finances per- 
mit its purchase. 
Some of these 


plants have a storage battery for 
cranking the engine and the plant 
starts operating whenever a cur- 
rent using appliance is switched on. 
Individual light plants may be con- 
sidered well past the experimental 
stages and If given proper care will 


deliver satisfactory service 
the limits for which, they dere de- 
signed. Several companies in the 
United States are putting on the 
marKet a wind-driven electrical 
plant made In units suitable for 
home use. The generator is now 
mounted on top of a windmill .tower 
and is driven by the wheeL The 
electrical energy is conducted to a 
storage battery as in the case of 
the engine-driven plant. Observa- 
tion of this type of equipment in- 
dicates that a large storage capac- 
ity is needed as well as sufficient 
wind velocity to produce current 
when needed." 


"In many farm, and village home? 


the gasoline engine is used as a | 
source of power to run the wash- 
ing machine and do other house- 
hold tasks. In some cases these lit- 
tle engines are belted directly to 
the machine to be operated. Yet 
others are- connected to a line shaft 
from which several machines may 
be run at the same time. These 
little power units are great labor 
savers but require some ingenuity 
on the part of the operator to keep 
them in running order and are not 
as Tellable, safe nor as cleanly as 
the electric motor. Many persons 
are interested in the practicability 
of using a water wheel in some 
small stream which happens to run 
near tne 
bnildings. to drive an 


electric generator. So far as I am 
able to learn, not a single Installa- 
tion of this kind is in satisfactory 
service in Nebraska. In the first 
place,.the first cost is high. Ex- 
pensive dams and spillways are 
necessary if the entire plant is not. 
to wash away at the first flood, 
following a heavy rain. In winter 
Ice'causes no end of trouble with 
the result that the owner is with- 
outNjight when it is most needed. 
'.'If the home is equipped with 


electricity, use It for doing as many 
things as possible if a cheaper cost 
per unit is desired. This statement 
holds true 
whether 
current is 


bought from the transmission, linfe 
or generated at home in the indi- 
vidual plant. Suppose a man buys 
from the transmission . line run- 
ning by his farm and that his 
fixed charge for service is 54 per 
month'-whether he uses current or 
not and that he burns one lamp 
one hour per month. He would pay 
$4 for the operation of one light 
or only one hour, wheras if the en- 
tire house had been, lighted durinpr 
the entire month the cost might 
drop to a fraction of a cent per 
light per hour. Most companies 
drop the cost per unit on a sliding 
scale as the amount of current used 
by thei ndividual consumer in- 
creases thus making it worth while ' 
to use electricity for power pur- 
poses. Users of the individual elec- 
tric plant can reduce the fuel cost 
per unit of current used by taking, 
the electricity directly from the 
generator when running motors for 
pumping and similar purpose. If 
first stored in the "battery and then 
used in the motor from % to % of 
it is lost, depending on the age and 
condition of the battery.

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Boyd Radford, Head Of American Polled Cattle Breeders, 
Says Specialists n Purebred Stock Soon To See Prosperity. 


(Special to Ine Star.) 


HASTINGS, 
Neb., 
March- 26.— 


"The cattle 
ship is 
headed 
for 


shore." 
That Is the prophecy of President 


Boyd Radford 
of 
the 
American 


Polled Hereford Breeders' associa- 
tion for men in this section who 
specialize in purebred cattle. 


And Boyd Radford, with years of 


experience in raising and develop- 
ing purebred beef cattle, is consid- 
ered an authority throughout the 
United States. 


"Two 
years ago, farmers wouldn't 


pay more than a hundred 
dollars" 


for a sire, no matter how fine a line 
of breeding was behind him. Now 
they will pay several times that 
amount for the right animal," 
he 


declared. 
"Prices of purebred 
cattle 
at 


sales, too, are 
more 
in line with 


values," he observed, "and range 
men are reaping better prices for 
their calf crops. We believe that 
the cattle ship is at last coming in." 


Mr. and Mrs. William 
Radford 


came to the vicinity of Newark 52 
years ago and their two sons, Boyd 
and 
Clayton, were 
born 
on the 


present home place. Their ranch, 
which the three operate together, is 
a part of the old Fort 
Kearney 


military reservation. 


Origin of Strain. 


The Radfords were pioneers both 


in point of residence and in their 
development of polled 
Hereford 


cattle, which have now come to be 
recognized as 
one 
of the. • finest 


types of beef cattle. 


"Our 
first aim and ambition was 


to develop 
a. strain 
of Anxiety 


Herefords Without Horns," 
Mr. 


Radford said. "We began by cross- 
ing straight Anxiety sires on polled 
cows, expecting the cows to furnish 
the polled characteristics and the 
sires, the beef producing results. 


"During our eight years of ex- 


perimentation, 80 per .cent of our 
calves have been produced with 
smooth heads," Mr. Radford ob- 
served. 
The Radfords 
were 
the 
first 


breeders to vision the possibilities 
of a high type of Hereford beef 
cattle without horns! and the first 
'to put their idea in practice. Fully 
half of the breeders over the coun- 
try are now following this plan. 


"No feeder 
feeds 
horns," 
Mr. 


Radford explains. "He must either 
saw .them off or feed the cattle out. 


"If he dehorns, he stands a shrink, 


caused by shock to the 
animals 


which amounts to from ?5 to ?S and 
sometimes as high as 
$10 to the 


calf. 


Horns Expensive. 


"If he does not dehorn, and feeds 


the cattle out, he suffers the handi- 
cap of having some unruly steer 
take the lions' share of the feed and 
shelter. 
And there are 
always 


some bruises an the carcasses and 
skins' when the animals are slaugh- 
tered, further cutting down profits. 


"Smooth headed cattle, bring a 


margin of from 
50 to 
75 cents a 


hundred weight more than 
those 


with horns," he continued. 


"We couldn't afford 
to make 


polled 
cattle a fad by ascrificing 


beef production for a polled head, 
so we evolved the plan of crossing 
the Hereford strains, and 
finally 


accomplished most satisfactory re- 
sults." 


Boyd Radford was elected presi- 


dent oC the National Polled Here- 
ford Breeders' 
association 
at its 


annual meeting at Des Moines in 
February, and he is also manager 
of the ' association's 
annual pure 


cattle sale 
held at 
Grand Island 


each February. 


Breeding of 
beef 
cattle comes 


natural 
for 
the 
Radford boys. 


Their father since his early 
farm 


days has given 
attention 
to the 


raising of fine cattle, and he is still 
one of the most interested of the 
three men on the place. 


Is Tree Planter. 


William Radford is interested in 


other things, too. 
He has always 


loved good trees, and more than- a 
half century ago set out a line of 
walnut trees which still stand along 
the edge of a section of his land. 


H'c planted elms and" pines, too, 


and some box ciders. When 
the 


box elders grow scraggly with age, 
he set out seedling evergreens be- 
tween them, and these are now 
eighteen or twenty feet high. Tho 
box elders will be taken out some- 
day, 
since they are short lived, but 


tho evergreens will stand for many 
vears. 


The Radford 
• twin barns, con- 


structed of vitrified face tile, have 
been the subject of many articles 
published 
all 
over 
the 
United 
States. 
'Children 
in the grade 


schools of Nebraska are 
familiar 


with their unusual outline and 
some of their advantages, although 
they may never have seen the or- 
iginal barns. 
They have read of 


them and seen their pictures in 
their school books. 
So far as is kjiown, the Radford 


barns are 
original, and the only 
pair of their kind in existence. The 
plan was conceived by Boyd Rad- 
ford, who found his idea in the 
structure of round houses for rail- 
road- engines, and in the fact that 
round buildings could best resist 
strong Nebraska windstorms. 


- ' 
The Tvirin Barns. 


The idea of building twin barns 
came from the fact that the Rad- 
fords needed more room than could 
practicably, be enclosed under one 
roof. 
The twin barns have many ad- 


vantages. 
They enclose 2,800 feet of floor 


space and' save 400 lineal feet o£ 
wall.' 
They have self-supporting roofs 
over mows that hold 200 tons each 
of hay. Only a specially construct- 
ed barn of great strength coujd 
have a self-supporting roof for such 
capacity, it is pointed out. 


The- stalls fit the stock, so there 
is no lost room. 
There is more space back of the 
animals for removing litter, and 
time is saved in feeding and bed- 
dlng\ the stock, 30 head of which 
can be'cared for around the -40-foot 
inner circle. 
Litter and feed cars run on ceil- 
ing tracks about the barns-, either 
"in front of or behind the animals 
by a system of switches similar to 
thos* used on a railroad. 
One electric- light. In the center 


of each barn lights all the stalls, 
a thing *that would -be impossible 
In a square or rectangular' build- 
ing, -with stalls along the walls. 
Greater sanitation in the barns is 


made possible by the larger num- 
ber of windows and doors. 
Each of the .barns Is equipped 


•with a silo which holds 300 tons of 
ensilage. 
This can be haulod In 
cars to tho various feed racks in 
the stalls. 


Work !«' Reduced. 


Chores are cut to a. minimum. 


Electric motors operate the hoists' 
for hay and the grinders for f^d. 
A turn of the button starts the 
automatic electric light and power 
plant. 
Each of the silos requires about 


• 10 acrts of good corn annually! but

a man and two boys who can drive 
teams, can fill eacji silo in ten 
days., 


Two 
field 
cutters 
are 
used. 


These are pulled by horses, but 
operated by attached engines, which 
deliver the ensilage to the wagons 
ready to be blown into the silos. 


The cutters reduce the cost of en- 


silage 50-per cent and eliminate the 
necessity of pressing neighbors into 
service in helping to fill the huge 
silos, Mr. Radford observes. 


A movable blower operated by a 


10-horse power engine raises the 
ensilage into the 60-foot silo towers. 


When the Radfords used a bundle 


machine, which is the more com- 
mon type of cutter for ensilage, it 
required a 30-horse power machine- 
to cut the corn 
into 
half inch 


lengths and blow it into the silos. 


Floors in the barns are of creo- 


soted wood blocks, set on end and 
in sand, making them much easier 
on the animals' feet than cement. 


Cost Was Low. 


The barns were erected in 1918 


at a total cost of ?16,000. That wras 


before 
prices. 


the 
period of high 


They would cost at least 


twice that amount now. 
Lumber 


used in the interior was native cot- 
tonwood, taken from a grove a 
short distance southwest of the 
farm. The cost of the lumber, which 
was sawed on the ground, was also 
only a fraction of what it would 
have been, for shipped in timbers, 
platings, etc. 


When the barns were completed. 


their first 
" use was for the 
Red 


Cross, and as Mr. Radford puts it, 
"they danced $1,700 worth for the 
Red Cross in two nights." 


"Sometimes we think we might 


have done better if we had kept 
on ' giving dances instead of con- 
tinuing in the cattle business," he 
laughed. 


Children Workers. 


Four of .Mr. Radford's nine chil- 


dren are in club work, and a fifth 
expects to enter club work this 
year. 


Dallas, 19, the eldest son, won the

agricultural college.

Most of the feed used on the 


Radford stock farm was necessar- 
ily purchased this season. William 
Radford declares that last year was 
the dryest he has ever known in 
his 52 years of residence in this 
section. 


There are 125 pure bred Here- 


fords on the farm, and about 100 
feeder cattle.

"In the introduction of the new

Super six, the Hudson manufac- 
turing organization achieved an ac- 
complishment which I believe is 
unique in automobile history. Weeks 
ago, the date for the Essex cars 
was set at January 1, and of the 
Hudsons at February 1.

This will overcome 
body speaks, provided proper at- 
tention lias been given to the tight- 
ening of the body bolts. Rocking 
the car will permit the mixture to 
penetrate thoroughly. It is a good 
plan to save the oil drained from 
the crankcase for this purpose. It 
is also advisable to let up on the 
body bolts and then back them up 
with grease. This grease will work 


over the surface of the bolt xipon 
tightening and thereby prevent any 
squeaking at this source.

the drain cock. This prevents the 
risk of scalding should the radiator 
cap be removed, as

escaping steam damaging the paint 
on the hood. 


Attention to Electrical Units. 


The electrical equipment of a car 


is generally 
the most 
neglected 


part. Here are two or three simple 
points which every owner-driver 
should look to very carefully. The 
acid level in the batteries must be 
kept up. Unscrew the vent screw 
which will be found on the battery 
box. 
Look inside, but do not use 


a naked light. The acid should be 
easily seen: It should, in fact, 
be 


about three-eights of an inch above 
the top of the plates—that is the 
correct level. It is a level which 
any person can quite easily keep 
up. If the acid level has got below 
that, water should be put in. Neith- 
er tepid water 
nor 
rain 
water 


should be used. These contain im- 
purities which damage the plates 
and therefore 
shorten their 
life. 


The only- water that?'should be used 
is distil!/* water. 
This can quite 


easily be obtained from a chemist 


or garage, but caro should be taken 
to see that it Is put 
only into a 


clean bottle. 
On the whole, It is 


better to get it ft-om the chemist's. 
H is quite a good thing also to have 
batteries tested for the right mix- 
ture. 


The Slipping Clutch. 


The best way to use fuller's earth 


to dry the oil on a slippery clutch or 
brake is with a powder grun. such as 
is used tor spreading insect powder. 
Another way is to use an ordinary 
oil can filled with a mixture of 
gasoline and. fuller's earth. 
The 


gasoline helps to cut the grease and 
soon evaporates, allowing the pow- 
der to spread evenly over the sur- 
face of the linings. The mixture 
should not be too heavy, so that 
it will spread evenly, and should 
be shaken trequently so that the 
powder will not settle at the bot- 
tom of the can. If fuller's earth is 
unobtainable, ordinary talcum pow- 
der makes a good substitute. 


A Good Dre»«ing for Top of Car. 
Do not clean top of the car •rflth 


gasoline or benzine, as the liquids 
often crack the material. One of 
the best top dressings is made by 
mixing one part of liquid asphaltum 
and two parts of castor oil. Then 
add one ounce of" ivory black to 
°ach pint of mixture. 


The first 500 miles of driving de- 


termine the life of the car. 


Driving a. car without hub caps 


on front wheels allows grit to get 
into the bearings. 


Clean grease cups and refill with 


fresh lubricant at least every 500 
or 1000 miles. 


Do not remove the cover of a dis- 


tributor when wiping off moisture 
as water getting inside will cause 
additional trouble. 


Grease cups should always be 


kept'clean, as dirt which gets into 


them is foiced Into tho 


excessive wear. 


bearlngi. 


Trouble hunting !« a car consist* 


of a process of elimination, both by 
reasoning and by testing. 


When the engine is warm and ii 


knocking, oil consumption will in- 
crease. A heavier grade of oil will 
quiet the engine, and. save oil until 
repairs can be made. 


Place the two best tires on the 


rear wheels. Efficient operation of 
a car requires good traction, and 
for this reason the best tires should 
be at the rear. 


In a car which 1st- stored or other- 


wise idle for considerable periods, 
engine corrosion can be prerented 
in a measure by application of 
castor oil. 


A starting motor requires any- 


where from 120 to 250 amperes to 
crank the engine. 


Observe the oil gauge and am- 


meter wh'en starting,' to be sure 
they are working. 
* 


A cracked fender should be re- 


paired at once. Vibration will caus* 
the crack to grow larger. 


Perfectly functioning brak«s ar» 


a lequlsite to safe driving in any- 
season of the year. 


Oil stone or fine sandpaper should 


be used to- clean ignition points, 
and not emery paper. 


An operator of a car should never 


be without a tire gauge, and this 
little device should be used at fre- 
quent intervals. 


Never leave a parked oar in grear 


on a main street. The transmission 
and 
engine will bo damaged if 


struck by another vehicle. 


Inner tubes will give better serv- 


ice and last longer if a new tire 
flap is installed when the old one 
shows wear or starts cracking1.

the United States, and the biggest 
gathering1 of automobile club sec- 
retaries and motoring loaders ^inco 
the first uncertain car started on 
its first uncertain course, resulted. 
Sessions were held at tho "\Villard 
Hotel here. 


The conference took up primal ily 


those practical motoring questions 
in which the mass of car owners 
are interested and in ^ hich interest 
will increase as the touring session 
advances. 
It was 
probably 
1he 
largest purely motoring 
in the history of the country. 


Will Route 10 Millions. 


This year A. A. A. clubs will 


tnobably route as many as ten mil- 
lion individual motorists. The busi- 
ness of routing them has been enor- 
mously simplified through the ex- 
tension and development in the past 
twelve 
months 
of 
nation-wile, 


standardized 
sen ices, 
includm 


complete mapping and load service 
from 
coast 
to coast, 
reciprocal 


emergency road service, legal serv- 
ice and other features of our pro- 
gram that have "witnessed equal ex- 
tension. 


The conference provided an op- 


portunity for discussion and con- 
sideration of many questions that 
are now to the fore and on the 
solution of which motoring progress 
in America, to a large extent, de- 
pends. Among them are: 


First—The progress that motor 


clubs have made in the develop- 
ment of a safety program and 
more particularly the action taken 
to assure more universal acceptance 
of the uniform motor vehicle code 
' developed by the IIoo\er conference 
on street and highway safety. In 
the adoption of which A A. A. mo- 
tor clubs played a leading role.

club executives are to take to make 
effective, as regards motorists, the 
recent decision of the Supreme 
court of the United States con- 
demning the practice whereby many 
officials

a personal profit out of the fines 
theg impose. 


Radical Insurance Legislation. 
Third—A timely review of the 


attitude 
of the 
country toward 


compulsory automobile insurance in 
its radical foim in the light of the 
action taken In the current session? 
of state legislatures, also tho alter- 
native proposals that motor clubs 
ore sponsoring. 


Fourth—Plans 
whereby 
motor 


clubs In their individual territory 
will seek to pledge their repreben- 
tativejb in congress to the policy 
of repealing the 3 per r-pnt war ox- 
ci.se tax that still remains as a toll 
on car owners of the country. 


Fifth—Ways and means to com- 


bat and make more difficult the 
operations of hundreds of "sryp" 
clubs and "fly-by-night" organiza- 
tions that are levying a toll of mil- 
lions of dollars1 in the course of a 
year, particularly during the tour- 
ing season, on the car owneis. 


Sixth—Means to secuie gieater

ity and More Profits 


WiU Result. 


Used Car Big Influence 


in Bringing About 


the Transition. 


The automobile industry is in a 


period ot transition 


This ife borne out by many things 


that have and are taking place— 
the most important of which is the 
used car situation, according to 
B. II. Cram, president of Ciam's 
Automotive Reports, industiy au- 
thority. 


In years gone by, and for that 


matter up to the fourth quarter of 
last year, trades and used cars 
were the means of promoting maxi 
mum now car {.ales a.nd piod-uctioii. 
Today the ability of the dealer or- 
ganization to sell used cars is de- 
termining to a large extent the sale 
of new cars and the 
industry's 


production pace. 


JCo longer is the industry able to 


do business on the basis of "buj-" 
used cars so that new cars can be 
sold. 


The new order of the day is to 


"sell" used cars—bought at a fair 
price—so that new cars can be 
moved. 


This is, undoubtedly, one of the 


principal reasons for the slowness 
i\ith which the industry is "coming 
back" 
from 
the recent 
"slump" 
period. 


Have Frozen Assets. 


"With 
much 
of 
their 
assets 


"frozen" in back-i oom inventorj, 
dealers have been putting a great 
deal of their time into used car 
merchandising efforts, in order to 
obtain the capital necc&sary for the 


purchasing of new car stocks. 
At 


the, same time they 
have been 


forced to proceed cautiously in all 
new car transactions which in- 
\ol\ed a trade-in, as it has been 
absolutely vital \each deal provide 
a profit. 


Thib is the situation that the 


nidu-stry has found itself in during 
the past several months, and is 
lergeiy responsible for "retail sales 
not building up as rapidly as had 
been expected. 


Accordingly, 
shgntly 
curtailed 


production for the first quarter of 
this jear, as corriparea with last, 
is :n effect so that better condi- 
tions may be hastened as much as 
possible.

This, of course, is affecting the 


piofit maigin per unit of the cai- 
man ufacturers, but they are- hop- 
ing that it will be possible to keep 
for themsehes the production econ- 
omies thifa 3 ear, instead of passing 
them along to the public in price 
cuts, and thereby making up any 
other lofet.. 


Others Feel Change. 


Other branches of the industry 


are likewise feeling the effects of 
the change "which is taking place in 
the automobile world. 


The pi of its of dealers and dis- 


tributors have for years been cut 
by the used car situation, but this 
year it appeals that every part of 
the industry will find itself bearing 
some of the burden. 


At the moment, the dealer or- 


ganization is setting prices on used 
cars profferred in trade, instead of 
accepting the price set by the pros- 
pect. 
This is resulting, in many 


inttances, in owners 
deciding to 


keep their old car a "little longer,'" 
and, accordingly the loss of new 
car sales 


However, eventually a new bal- 


ance will be struck v>ith the used 
car supply from and to the public 
nearly equal 


In the meantime, the industry is 


in a tiansition period with "the 
used 
car 
as 
the 
all-important 
factor 


And so, while the sales" slump 


has temporarily slowed down the 
industry, it has probably taught the 
most -valuable lesson in years. That

Shellac Coating Gives Protections 


to Bolts. 


A thin coating of shellac is 
an 


effective anti-rust 
protection for 


bolts and nuts. The substance will 
also reduce the annoyance of loose 
and rattling parts. Both nut and 
bolt should be dipped in -thin shel- 
lac. After being put in place with 
the nut tightened, the bolt should 
have a little additional shellac ap- 
plied to its end. 
This treatment 


will not only prevent -rusting, but 
will allow the nut to be taken off 
more easily. As a general rule it 
is very hard to rust-proof small 
parts. Sometimes .they are coated 
with grease or graphite, but

The year's registration 
represents an increase of 10.3 per 
cent or slightly more than 2,000,000 
more cars than that of 1923. 
Florida with an increase of 40.2 
per cent, not including non res- 
ident registration, shows a greater 
gain than s.ny other state. Okla- 
homa, with a gain of 17.8 per cent 
and second only to Florida in re- 
spect to the amount of increase 
•was followed closely by Alabama 
Idaho, Louisiana, Mississippi ant 
Utah, all of which 'had increases 
over lo per cent. 


Of the total number of vehicles 
registered, 39,237,171 were passen- 
ger automobiles, taxis and buses 
and 2,764,222 were motor trucks and 
road tractors .

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Health Replaces Three R's as Big Object 


of Much Instruction in Lincoln Schools 


Gone are the good old days when 


the school child was taught only 
"readln", wrltln' and 'rithmetic." 


But gone also In Lincoln's school 


system are the days when Johnny 
wore a dunce cap because his eyes 
weren't strong enought to permit 
him to read his lessons. Susie no 
longer remains In the same grade 
year after year merely because she 
is unable to hear the teacher. 


For health education is one of 


the most important phases of mod- 
ern education as evidenced by a 
report on "Physical and Health 
Education in the Lincoln Schools," 
recently Issued by Superintendent 
Lefler. 
ilr. Lefler explains that health 


education belongs In the school for, 
"the emphasis in modern education 
Is on those things which make for 
happiness, for normal Jiving and 
useful citizenship; health is one of 
the most Important factors 
con- 


tributing to these ends." 


Health education includes: 
Determining 
health 
needs 
of 


pupils. 
Securing remedial work. 
Maintaining 
healthful 
environ- 


ment. 


Classroom instruction. 
Physical training and recreation. 
Enrollment clinics for pre-school 


children is the first step in determ- 
ining health needs. In May, 1926, 
542 
pre-school 
children 
w e r e 


brought to such clinics. The clinic 
is more than a complete physical 
examination: It is a conference be- 


tween the physician and parent in 
the interest of the child's health. 
Results and recommendations are 
entered in a booklet entitled "When 
I Start to School." Desirable health 
habits are pKtured in these books 
and thus the first contact a child 
has with the Lincoln schools is a 
health contact. 


Inspected for Health. 


After entering school each child 


has rn annual health inspaction in 
the firsf month of the year._£yes. 
ears, nose and throat are examined 
by a specialist, teeth by a dentist 
and vision and hearing by a nurse. 
Height and weight of each iMipil is 
taken at least twice a year.

examinations.

the school physician held about 500 
consultations with parents. 


More than half of the children 


examined each year have defective 
teeth. Parents are advised to se- 
cure treatment from a dentist but 
at the request of the parent this 
treatment may be had at the school 
dental clinic. 
Work done by the school clinic In 


1925-26 was as follows:

Prophylactic cleanings, 1074.

The work of the clinic is educa- 


tional: brushing the teeth, care for 
the gums, importance of proper diet

in 
securing 


healthy teeth are explained. 
The 


process in reducing teeth defects 
is shown by the fact that in 1921, 
78.1 per cent of the pupils 
had 


teeth defects while for the next four 
years the percentages were: 1922, 
70.1 per cent; 1923; 56.1 per cent; 
1924, 56.3 per cent and 1925, 52.ti per 
cent. 


Infected Tonsils Troublesome. 
Infected tonc-'H is, next to 
de- 


fective teeth and underweight, the 
most 
common 
handicap 
among 


children. A g.ft to the schools from 
Mrs. Luella Hartley as a memorial 
to her husband, E. T. Hartley, has 
made possible a school clinic at the 
Whittier building where tonsil op- 
trations may be taken care of at a 
fraction of the usual expense.

height and these hazards multiply 
rapidly as underweight increases. 


To Improve these conditions the 


school advises the parents of the 
child's condition, uses Its Influence 
to secure the correction of defects, 
places emphasis on correct 
food 


habits and arranges the school pro- 
gram so as to give underweight 
puplSs aii opportunity to have 
a 


mid-morning lunch of 
milk 
and 


crackers and in some cases a daily 
rest period. 


Convincing 
evidence that 
the 


mid-morning lunch helps to bring 
children up to normal weight 
is 


found in the Lincoln 
experience. 


The conclusion reached by compar- 
ison was that the underweight pu- 
pil taking the milk lunch had fifty- 
six chances to gain where the pupil 
who did nbt take the milk lunch had 
forty-four chances. A daily aver- 
age of 1,324 pupils took the mid- 
morning lunch in 1925-26 which was 
served at an average cost of 25c per 
week and contributions made it 
possible to provide milk for child- 
ren who could not afford to pay 
for it. 


Contagian Now Controlled. 


Control of contagion is one of the 


1 most important things to consider 


In connection with the third phase 
of school work that of maintaining 
healthful conditions. Nurses make 
three aystematlc inspections each 
year for signs of contagious dis- 
eases. Teachers are always on the 
outlook for signs of illness In the 
early stages and if the child's tem- 
perature exceeds 9.6 degrees he is 
sent home to await further atten- 
tion. 
Protection against smallpox by 


vaccination and against diptheria 
by the toxin anti-toxin treatment 
also help to minimize the dangers 
from contagious diseases. The cam- 
pailgn against diphtheria is on at 
the present time and has as its 
slogan "no diphtheria in Lincoln by 
1930." 
Out of about a thousand 


parents sent school literature on 
this subject 429 asked the school 
clinics to administer the treatment 
and most of. the others made ar- 
rangements to have their children 
immunized. 


The greatest difference between 


new and old school buildings 
In 


Lincoln is not In 
appearance 
or 


cost but in those features which 
promote health and safety. 
The 


board has paid attention to health 
In planning the construction of all 
new buildings. 


Much attention is given to per- 


sonal factors on the theory that "a 
teacher who Is healthy, mentally 
and physically, teaches health by 
contagion." 
Therefore 
periodic 


health examinations are provided 
for all school employes and appli- 
cants for employment. Custodians 
are 
trained 
in regular 
Smith- 


Hughes classes in the care of build- 
ings and learn not only the rules of 
good sanitation but also the rea- 
sons for these rules. 


Days of "Hygiene" Past. 


Health education in the Lincoln 


schools also includes classroom in- 
struction. By classroom instruction 
is not meant hygiene as formerly 
taught. 
That dreaded subject of 


•which the only remembrance many 
peorle have is that a certain num- 
ber of drops of nicotine on the tail 
of a sheep, (or was it a dog?) would 
result In the death of this animal 
within an Incredibly short time. Of 
course the only drawback to this 
type of instruction was that the 
child had not the slightest Inten- 
tion of putting nicotine on a. dog's 
tail. 


Every teacher in 
the 
Lincoln 


school system is a health teacher. 
She takes advantage of opportuni- 
ties for health teaching in arithme- 
tic, English and other school sub- 
jects. In arithmetic, for example, 
problems may center around the 
cost of healthful foods as compar- 
ed with foods detrimental to health, 
in the English class students may 
be required to write a composi- 
tion, story or article dealing with 
a health problem. 


Regular health classes are, how- 


ever, part of the school curriculum. 
The subject matter is not organized 
into a formal course of study, but 
a survey of teach'er opinion showed 


that the following problems were 


considered outstanding: 


Bringing 
underweights 
up 
to 


weight. 


Correction of defects. 
Cultivation of right atitude to- 


ward health. 


Improvement of posture. 
Correction of faulty food habits. 
"Nutrition classes" 
and "open 


for pupils who have health needs 
that can not be met in the regular 
classroom.

underweight pupils who, however,

Open window classes 
are 
for 


children -who Have greater handi- 
caps than those in the nutrition 
classes. Malnutrition may be more 
extreme, there may be heart 
or 


glandular disturbances or, long and 
severe illness may have lowered the 
pupil's vitality. 
The children are 


at all times in an environment fa- 
vorable to health and the teaching 
and practicing of health is the most 
Important work the children do. 


The windows are so constructed 


that the children get an abundance 
of fresh air without draughts. The 
temperature is kept as near 60 de- 
grees as possible and Is never al- 
lowed to fall below 56 degrees. 
School nurses give especial atten- 
tion to children in these rooms. 
The academic progress of childrf n 


in open window rooms has. been ex- 
cellent in r-pite of the fact that 
the\ do not get to spend the full 
time or: academic subjects.* About 
JO per cent* of the pupils in Lhe:>e 
rooms last \ear were so much im- 
proved this year tnat thev were 
permitted to go back Into regular 
clatses thie fall. 
Physical training and recreation 


are also part of the health program 
in Lincoln schools. All elementary 
school children have two outdoor 
play periods each day. Morning- pe- 
riods are given over to directed 
play in charge of the teacher. The 
afternoon periods are also super- 
vised, but children are allowed to 
group themselves in their games 
other than, by classes. 
Playground workers regard 100 


square feet per pupil as the mini- 
mum space requirement lor each 
elementary pupil. The Lincoln board 
has recognized the value of play 
and there are no elementary schools 
with less than this minimum space 
and the desired standard of 200 feet 
per pupil is reached in the follow- 
ing schools: Lake View, Randolph, 
Sheridan, Hawthorne, H a y w a r d, 
Wlllard, Park, * Belmont, 
Normal

Play Emphasized. 


The physical training work in the 


elementary grades is largely play- 
ground activities and Indoor activ- 
ities such as calisthenics and brisk 
games. 
Short relaxation periods 


four or five times during the day 
keep the pupils from becoming 
sluggish. 


AH junior high school pupils hahve 


two or three periods per week for 
physical training. If possible these 
are out of doors and games are 
played for the physical activity and 
tor the mental and social training. 
Seasonal athletic tournaments are 
held, but no competition with other 
schools is permitted. 


In the senior high school work 


is more diversified, consisting of 
formal gymnasium work, ph>sical 
education classed and an extensive 
after school sports program. 
The 


ideal of this sport program is to 


have every student In some deslr- 
ible physical activity. 


In 1925-26 there were 2-18 boys 


who took part in football, 233 In 
basketball, 220 lit swimming. 145 in 
baseball, besides the other sports

golf, tennis, track 
and

events. 


There were 300 girls in swim- 


ming, 220 in dancing, 130 in base- 
ball, 125 In basketball, 95 In soccer, 
and others In track and field sports, 
hockey and tennis.

health education in the Lincoln 
schools it seems that Superintend- 
ent Lefler is Justified In the follow- 
ing conclusion: 


"In the spirit in which its pro- 


gram is conceived and in its^ap- 
plication of sound educational prin- 
ciples which have too often been 
neglected, health education seems 
entitled to rank well to the front 
in the achievements of the modern 
school. Its success must be judged 
as should all education by the 
changes it produces In the lives of 
the pupils. There Is already evi- 
dence of its effectiveness as judged 
by this criterion."

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Lincoln Man Tells of Homesteading Idaho Timber Land 


The day of the homesteader has 


passed forever. 
The great 
open 


spaces have been pre-empted and 
ono by one the reservations have 
been thrown open to the public un- 
til today there is no frontier left 
and pioneering is a thing of remi- 
niscences. 


One of the last tracts of any size 


opened to homesteading was the 
Couer D'Alene Indian reservation 


' In Idaho and one of the fortunate 
men to win a claim in the land 
drawing was Floyd Smith 1145 E 
street. He recently received the re- 
lease of his land from the lumber 
company he sold his timber to in 
3918 and it recalls to his mind the 
days of homesteading in the forests 


- 
of Benewah valley near Pluhier, 
Idaho. 


There wero thousands' of men to 


file on the few hundred tracts. Each 
one was given a number and the 
first out of the -box pickde the spot 
he wanted. Smith's number was 787, 
which was higher than the number 
Of tracts but several ahead of him 
dropped out so that he g«t his 
choice. Most 
of the 
prospective 


homesteaders never saw the land 
before they picked their location 
although there wrere nirtnerous "lo- 
cators" present who \oould find a 
desirable place for a sum ranging 
from $50 to $200. Smith decided on 
a. spot where two creeks came to- 
gether, figuring that it would make 
a good place for a dam site to fur- 
nish power for a. saw mill or water 
for a. flume to float the logs to the 
river. 
. '>% 


This location was in the Bene- 


wah valley some 20 Tniles from 
Plumer and about 100 from. Spokane 
Wash., The whole region was cov- 
ered with virgin forest, white pine, 
fir, spruce, tamarack, cedar and 
other valuable timber. 


Blazed a Path to Homestead. 


With two 
other 
homesteaders 


who had drawn claims In the same 
valley, Smith set out from Plumer 
one day to blaze a path across the 
timbered slopes of the mountains to 
the Benewah valley. Only one of 
the trio, ,a Swede from Minnesota, 
had ever had any experience in the 
forest and the others relied on him 
to gruide them. He carried a map 
and compass. It was mid afternoon 
•when they came to the conclusion 
that a road could never be oiade 
over the mountains and that a long- 
er route to a pass further down 
stream would be necessary. They 
had ceased to blaze their trail when 
they found it was xiseless to mark 
for a road and in an hour or more 
they were lost. The Swede, howev- 
er, would not admit that they were 
lost but said, "We go dis vay a 
vhile," and led off with compass 
and map. 


An hour or so later when it be- 


gan to grow dark the others again 
voiced their fears. 


"Ve go dis vay," said the guide 


and struck off at another angle. 
Just at dark they saw a light and 
hurried to it. They were barely a 
half mile from Plumer and in a few 
moments were back to their start- 
ing place. 
' 


The town of Plumer furnished a 


wagon for the settlers to haul their 
supplies Into the valley and the 
three men made the trip unevent- 
fully the next day. That night while 
seated around their fire and talking 
of plans for cabins and clearings 
there came a. strange cry from the 
timber nearby. 


"Mountain lion," said Erickson, 


the Swede. 


Some -months 
later the 
other 


member of the trio, a Mr. Copeland, 
•was returning to his cabin one eve- 
ning- with a shotgun on his should- 
er, A long yellow body slunk across 
the path ahead of him and he fired. 
Afraid to venture nearer he raced 
to Erickson's cabin and got him to 
return to the spot with him. The 
lion was lying still but fearing that 
It was alive, Copeland shot it again. 
Then both men went to Smith's 
cabin and brought him to the scene 
although it was atter midnight. 


More Hunting Than F&rmiiTg. 


The terms under which the set- 


tlers could get- a- patent to their 
land was the payment of a pre-de- , 


- termlned price per acre, 14 months - 
.continuous residence and the addi- . 
tibn of certain improvements. The ; 
settlers assisted each other in build- ; 
ing their shacks and clearing an : 
acre or two to meet the require- | 
menls. There was plenty of time ' 
for hunting, fishing or exploring. 
Every week 
or so a prospector 


would trudge up the creek carrying 
n, pack of supplies and a pick, seek- 
ing- eternally for gold or other pre- 
cious minerals. The fishing in tho 
mountain streams was excellent. 
Trout rose and struck with an eag- 
erness born of Innocence. There 
were times when those who wanted 
•to 'work could go down the St. Joe 
river and help the lumber com- 
panies get out logs. 
Time passed 
swiftly 
and 
the 


homesteaders 
received patents to 


their lands. 
"When it became ap- 


parent that they were to receive 
their . titles 
without hitch they 


looked about to see how they could 
dispose of the timber. There had 
never been a saw or an axe In the 
virgin forest. 
Great trees S or 10 


feet in diameter waited the hungry 
blade; millions of dollars worth of 
lumber stood ready for sale. 
To 


get the tiest price possible, the set- 
tlers formed a pool and signed an 
agreement to last for five years 
that they -would not.dispose of their 


' timber except through the officers 


elected from amongst themselves.

The principal lumber concern op- 
erating in that area was the Mil- 
waukee Lumber company managed 
by a man named Herrick. 
When 


Herrick heard of the pool agree- 
ment'he said that he would starve 
the s.ettlers out before 
he would 


buy a stick of their timber. 


Time -passed and no one was 


able to get a reasonable offer for 
his timber. 
One or two thousand 


dollars for several million feet of 
timber Was a poor compensation. 
A few settlers were forced to mort- 
gage their places to Herrick's bank, 
which practically meant foreclos- 
ure when time was up. 
Standing 


timber was heavily taxed there was 
the ever present 
danger of 
fire 


which would ruin everything and 
living expenses were high. It began 
to look as if Herrick would suc- 
ceed in starving the homesteaders 
out. 


Held a Strategic Position. 


Meanwhile Smith received an of- 


fer of $5000 for his timber. 
This 


price 
included 
the 
privilege of 


building a dam at the intersection 
of the two creeks and extending a 
tlume from it to float the logs down 
to deeper water below.- Sniith"lurent 
:o see Herrick who had made him 
:he offer afad told him that he was 
bound .by the pool agreement. 


-"We can't do 'a thing, then, until 


you get a release from the -agree- 
ment," said Herrick. But the offi- 
cials of the pool would not give a 
release so Smith returned to Lin- 
coln. 


'Five years passed and one day a 
.etter came from Herrick renewing 
lis 'offer for a lease on the land. 
Smith returned to Idaho and found 
:hat in anticipation of his entry in- 
to the Benewah valley. Herrick had 
already built a dam and flume on 
lis 'homestead. Most of the other 
settlers lived above Smith's place 
and in order to get their loss out it 
was necessary to haul them over his 
and to the flume. 
Olaf Erickson, 


the Minnesota timberman who nad 
settled close to Smith, wsa suspi- 
cious. 
He accompanied the latter 


to Herrick's 
office 
and read the 


.ease with him. 


"Don't sign it" he begged "Her- 


rick doesn't have to buy our timber 
and has sworn to starve us out. 
According to this lease he can shut 
out all trespassing of our logs to- 
another company. Why don't you 
see 
another 
companv 
in 
Couw- 


D'Alene?" 


Smith went ' down the river to 


Couer D'Alene and 
saw another 


lumber 
company's 
offices. 
They 


were interested at once for'they, had 
long been rivals of Herrick. 


Still Has His Land Left. ' 


"What do you want for your tim- 
ber?" 
- "" 


"I'll take the same as Herrick'of- 


fered me if you'll promise" not to 
hold the other people off the place." 
answered Smith. 


"We'll send a cruiser out to lock 


it over and if it is like you say we'll 
buy." said the manager. 


The cruiser reported in several 


days, 
a 
satisfactory lease wa.s 


drawn up and Smith received his 
money. 


Erickson and the other settlers in 


the valley wore jubilant over the 
outcome of the matter. 


"Why don't you prosecute 
Her- 


rick for building his dam on your 
place without your permission?" 
they asked. 
Smith interviewed a 


lawyer who agreed to take the wise 
for half the amount received. 
Sev- 


eral months after returning to Xe- 
braska Smith ..received a check for 


his half of the amount Herrick' paid 
for being in too great a hurry., 


Meanwhile the 
seven 
years of 


Smith's lease have expired but the 
other settlers have still to sell their 
first 
timber. 
Why 
the 
Couer 


D'Alene company has not bought up 
more is as much of a mystery to 
Smith as to his fellow homesteaders 
in the Benewah valley. Many of the 
latter have moved away. 
One, a 


Frenchman 
named 
Roueen, was 


killed in the war. Erickson went to 
Alaska after logging Smith's place 
for the company. 
Copeland has 


gone into business in Plumer. Oth- 
ers have passed on. Millions of 
feet of lumber stand ready for the 
mill but Smith thinks the big com- 
panies want to get it for a song. 
The owner can, of course,""~log his 
own land but that is usually an ex- 
pensive process. If he gets the logs 
out of the timber and down to the 
river, they have a strange habit of 
disappearing in the other man's 
boom.

of \Beethoven, Music Master, 


Hundred Years Ago Saturday

-March 26, 1827. 


A great storm had 
come 
over 


Vienna that evening and thunder 
crashed 
while lightning 
played 


ab.out tho close dwellings and an- 
cient buildings of the city. 


On a bed in a little room of one 


of those houses lay Ludwig Van 
Beethoven, genius. He was -face to 
face 
with 
death. 
The thunder 


crashed 
and 
Beethoven sat 
up 


weakly. 


"Do you hear the bell?" he asked 


the little group' of watchers at his 
bed. 
t 


He lay back again on his death 


bed, and the world outside roared 
and the lightning: flashed. 


"Now 
the scene changes," 
he 


murmured, and died. 


So the lion of music was dead. 


A funny little man 
with 
bushy 


hair, red face, and short, stumpy 
figure had disappeared from 
the 


streets of Vienna, those streets 
where he had been seen to hurry 
madly about, hatless in a snow- 
storm—those streets where he had 
once been mistaken for a vagabond, 
and had been hauled off to the po- 


lice station. 
Vienna's great .Ger- 


man was gone. 


Beethoven's was an odd life. He 


was born December 
16, 1770, a1 


Bonn, the 
son of an 
unsuccessful 


musician. 
On both 
sides 
of hi 


parentage there was a line of ar- 
tists, painters and sculptors for the 
most part—but none of these had 
shown any great genius. They had 
merely .harbored that esoteric thing 
called the artistic spirit. 


Early 
in 
the 
composer's 
life 


.Tohann van Beethoven, his father, 
began to drill his son to become a 
musician. 
Johann 
was 
probably 


hard with his son, but there is very 
little evidence that- he was exces- 
sively cruel. He did not beat Lud- 
wig, as has been often charged. But 
he saw with the eyes of one who has 
failed to grasp a dear thing, the 
abilities and talents which his son 
possessed, and he bent himself to 
the task of bringing out and de- 
veloping these 
talents. 
He kept 


Ludwig at his music, and the.world 
has Johann to thank.

The| poor boy lias 
been described as almost always in 
tears, but in truth he was almost 
quite normal, and speut a boyhood 
that was common In its general 
aspects to that of most other boys 
in Bonn. He was a'dreamer, with 
his head in the clouds p'art of the 
Ume, but he also found time tox 
play the pranks that all boys play. 
Once he was accused,of snatching 
egg's, and in 
unhidden glee cried 


out: 


"No. I am only a note-snatcher." 
Early in Beethoven's youth 
the 


admiring group of friends who. were 
privileged to watch the growth of 
this, gwias saw that he was espe- 
cially proficient at evolving musical 
portraits at the organ..-Count AVald- 
stein, who came in contact with the 
family, was one of the most influ- 
ential of these interested 
friends, 


and by his own musical knowledge 
and inspiration gave impetus to the 
boy. The count presented Ludwig 
with his first grand piano. 


Mozart said: 
"He will make a noise 
In the 


world some day." 


In Vienna where Beethoven was 


sent in his youth to study under 
Haydn, he was 
always • unkempt. 


One who saw him there would have 
at first been almost disgusted with 
him. .That is; if he had not seen 
Beethoven's 
eyes. That was- the 


part of him Tvhlch contradicted all 
the rest of his being, which coun- 
tered the effect of the morose mien 
and the short stature and red face. 


Haydn called the youth his "Great 


Mogul," and 
Beethoven 
devoted 


himself to 
assiduous 
study. 
ITe 


gave lessons to earn his living. 


His Art Soon Recognized. 


It was not long before he became 


recognized as a man of genius in 
Vienna. The noblemen there were 
particularly generous and 
solicit- 


in their desire to see Beethoven rise 
in the musical world. He was al- 
ways active, 
forever 
working at 


something. 
-One of his 
idiosyn- 


crasies 
was collecting 
remarks 


about himself by ' his 
contempor- 


aries. He tv-as eager at all times to 
hear what others thought of him, 
and no doubt smiled secretly when 
tributes 
from 
worthy 
sources 


reached his ears. Another innocent 
passion of his was making puns. 


Beethoven's first symphony was 


completed in 1799. 
He had 
been 


composing since he was a boy in 
In his teens.' The statement, often 
heard, that he struggled 
through 


most of his life entirely unappre- 
ciated is a mistake. In Vienna he 
had a large circle of admirers, all 
faith'ful and confident in him. 
In 


1805 he wrote Fidello, an opera in 
three- acts , which . nine years, later 
he revised into two acts. 


The great composer always had a 


love affair on his hands, but never 
married. "When he was twenty his 
first serious affair of this sort left 
a wound which years could not cure. 
And on top of this there was his 
deafness, which began when he was 
26 and grew .on him until he had 
to-use an ear trumpet, finally until 
he became totally deaf—unable to 
hear his own sublime compositions. 


"No man is a-pessimist after 30," 


said Goethe, another great German 
of the time. 
But Beethoven, 
like 


Arthur' Schopenhauer, the pessi- 
mistic ' philosopher, had all reason 
to be,-and was, to a certain extent, 
a 
pessimist. 
BSs music • reflects 


this, his struggle to avoid pessim- 
ism and yet his ultimate succumb- 
ing to it. At the 
age 
of thirty- 


three he was ready to die. Poverty, 
disease, 
and 
bad 
fortune 
had 


singled lit niout for misery and un- 
happiness. Fame and 
recognition 


were accorded to him from all sides, 
but he was still more lonely than 
ever. 


Cared"for Younger Brother. 


Much of his time was occupied 


In caring for his younger 
brother, 


Carl. He spent a great deal of the 
small amounts of 
money he 
re- 


ceived on Carl, who was 
rather 


unappreciative of his brother's ef- 
forts. Ho turned out to be not a 
bad musician, and jvas also inclined 
to poetry and letters. 


All. this time 
Beethoven 
was 


composing. In' 1S10 he wrote the 
overture and 
incidental music to 


Goethe's tragedy, "Egmont," and 
produced his seventh and eighth 
smphonies in 1812. But his life was 
gradually dwindling. He was easily 
Irritated; 
lie refused to patronize 


one inn because the proprietor al- 
ways 
saluted 
him 
courteously 


and admiringly when he went out. 
Kte hastened 
about the streets 


of Vienna, his hair flying wildly 
behind, and his face wearing an 
expression of disdain of the muHi-. 
tude. He was,,aristocratic in mu- 
sic, but far from so in life. 


"I do not compose for. the- gal- 


leries," he said. 


In 1823 -Beethoven, totally deaf, 


Produced his ninth and last sym- 
phony. The final great acclaim of 
the world was coming to him with 
renewed force now, and~publishers 
fought for his works. 
Prominent 


violinists disputed the privilege of 
playing, at restaurants where auto- 
matic pianos included one or two 
of 
Beethoven's 
compositions in 


their endless chains of melody. 
. And at last carne relief from the 
life 
of physical hardship which 


Beethoven 
had 
lived. "He 
will 


make a noise in the world 
some 


day," Mozart had said, years before. 
Indeed, Beethoven had 
made 
his 


noise. 
He lay down to rest, 
and 


most 
appropriately, the 
elements 


raged 
outside, thunder 
roared, 


lightning 
played—as 
the 
great 


composer sank into his deep sleep.

\Vhy—how—when did they choose 


•Lincoln? 
That's the tale. 


Dr. B. F. Bailey frankly admits 


that a flip of the coin caused him 
to make Lincoln his home. Nor has 
h« never regretted that one silver 
dollar came up "heads" instead of 
"tails." 
"He»d«" Decided His Careor. 


Dr. Bailey went from medical 


school to Wareham, Mass., and then 
inland to Manchester, N. H., .sent 
b" another physician and a touch 
oi lung trouble 
After a short time 


in Manchester, he decided to come 
•west In 18S6 for more health than 
he had found in the New Hampshire 


Before coming, he and Mrs. Bai- 


ley made a list of the cities in which 
they -would like to Jive and the list 
included, Lincoln, Omaha, St Paul, 
Minn.. Topeka, Kas. Kansas City. 
Mo and Denver, Colo. They didn t 
•wish a village existence, and any 
one of the places was a flourishing 
town then. 
' 
Lincoln was their first stop, as 


they had letters to friends here. 
Two or three aays discouraged 
them. 
They liked the town, but 


they couldn't find a suitable home, 
and It looked as though they were 
about to go on to some place where 
building was a popular pastime. 


They decided one day to go to 


St. Paul that night.

quaintances urged them to remain, 
to give the town a trial 
Finally.

* PORTENTOUS EVENTS. 


Twenty-seven years ago next June, a relief force 


of 2,000 marines, recruited from the Allied fleets In 
Chinese waters, Including: Americans and under com- 
mand of a British admiral set out to relieve the 
foreign legations In Pekin. 
' On the .day following the launching of the relief 
expedition, June II, 1900, the chancellor of the Jap- 
anese legation was murdered by rioting Chinese 
soldiers. Nine days later the German ambassador 
was shot down in the streets of Pekin. And then be- 
gan the memorable siege which Is known in history as 
the Boxer uprising, which, carried a relatively small 
band of foreigners through the Incredible horrors of 
continuous and seemingly 
hqpeless 
warfare with 


well-armed groups of Chinese fanatics, whose sus- 
picions and fears had been played upon until they 
were bent upon exterminating all but native Chinese. 


It was not until September of the following year 


that quiet was re-established in the Chinese empire. 
Pekin was taken by the Allied forces, numbering 18,- 
000 fighting men on August 14, and the beleaguered 
legations freed. The Imperial city fell the folljwing 
day and two weeks later troops of the nations repre- 
sented marched through the sacred precincts of the 
Forbidden City as a symbol of the humiliation of 
China 
The terms imposed by the Allied nations up- 


on China as a result of the Boxer uprising were severe. 
China was ordered to pay an indemnity of $333,000,- 
000, modify certain trade restrictions against foreign 
nations, forbade membership in anti-foreign societies 
upon pain of death, forbade the importation of --\rms 
or amunltion or materials for their manufacture, and 
provided for the dismissal of provincial governors 
who permitted anti-foreign agitation.

The portentous events whicn have claimed first in- 


terest in the news columns of the press in these re- 
cent days, although relating to Incidents transpiring 
thousands of miles from America,,revive the mem- 
ories of the Boxer rebellion. 


For more than three years now, China .has been 


passing through a transitory period. 
Government 


has never been strongly centralized in China although 
presumably looking to an emperor with autocratic 
and supreme power. It has been distributed between 
provincial governors, who in turn divide their au- 
thority with the local magistrates. The" Chinese havo 
been held together, not by a political force, but by a 
religious, social and educational system. Each prov- 
ince has had its army and Its navy, its own adminis- 
trative system. 
Such a loosely-knit confederation, 


with little to compel unified action, might be expect- 
ed to encounter very serious obstacles in the effort to 
create a republic. 


We are told, however, that the hot wave of .agita- 


tion against foreigners in China in recent weeks, 
arises from a different source. It is generally credi- 
ted to the activities of soviet agents from Russia, who 
und_er orders of the Moscow government, are endeav- 
oring to arouse the East against Western civilization. 
Hardly had the first news of bloodshed in the attacks 
against foreigners in China been received In Ameri- 
ca, than news dispatches came from Moscow, herald- 
ing the Chinese outbreak as 
the 
beginning of the 


struggle which communism expects to make against 
the nations of western Europe and America as rep- 
resentative of the "capitalistic system." These activi- 
ties of soviet agents have been known for months. It 
was recognized that Russia had sent workers into 
China for the purpose of stirring up trouble in the 
Orient. 
Soviet spies have mfiltered into India, and 


have given the British very grave concern In their 
Indian possession. 
* * * 


_It may and probably will develop that these Chi- 
nese disorders are but a "flash In the pan," and as a 
result of quick, aggressive action, 
will be shortly 


suppressed. 


But it is a disturbing possibility which" confronts 


western civilization. 


Suppose these disorders art the preliminary rumb- 


lings of the great storm which threatens to break 
from the East. Suppose that actually soviet agents 
havo succeeded In arousing the slumbering giant. The 
possibilities are truly appalling 


China has 400,000,000 of people. India has a, popu- 


lation equally large. Russia has nearly 200,000,000 
people. Japan, Manchuria and Korea will raise this 
Far Eastern menace to 1,200,000,000. Throw In for 
good measure some of the nations in Asia in which 
Mohammedanism ia predominant, and it will be pos- 
sible -to ^marshal a third of the world's population In 
the effort to blot out western civilization. 


As a fighter the Oriental has few equals. The 


Chinaman is a superior physical speciman, and like 
the Jap, who as a race is stunted and slight of build, 
throws himself at death with fanatical zeal. China 
is a nation of ancestral worship 
Filial piety Is the 


first of all virtues. All Chinese worship at the tombs 
of their parents 
China today Is ruled more from the 


cemetery than through a political system, and the 
care of the dead is often a more important duly than 
the sustenance of the living. To be buried properly 
is the ambition of every Chinaman. A race which 
offers such homage to death possesses, all of the men- 
tal attributes to be moulded into the greatest fight- 
ing machine the world has ever seen. That was re- 
vealed during the Japanese-Russia* war, when the 
little jellow men kept on coming although literally 
mortally wounded. 


If, as Moscow has proclaimed, these developments 


In. China presage the long-anticipated struggle be- 
tween East and West, they hold a dire menace. No 
one can say with authority they are the fruits of 
soviet agitation, or that they have any special si-ni 
ficance outside of China, in. excess of the periodical 
hositility which flames against foreigners. 
They do 


and should command attention, however, although m 
a zone which has only the slightest portion of our 
thoughts. 


ing upon that'generous and wealthy Irishman, who&e 
resources were all but exhausted by him. Ho evolved 
a scheme for setting up an empire on the ruins 
of Spanish dominion in Mexico, and it was alleged 
that he also planned tho separation of a portion of 
the territory of the United States in the western part 
of tho country. 


His plans were divulged by Gen. James Wilkinson, 


to whom he had disclosed them and he was arrested. 
The proceedings against Burr occupied altogether 
seven months, the prosecution being in.charge of Uni- 
ted States Attorney,General George Hay, assisted oy 
William Wirt. Burr was his own' chief counsel, but 
he was assisted by the most able attorneys of the 
Richmond bar, together with Luther Martin of Bal- 
timore. 


Treason, under the constitution, consists in levying 


war against the United States or adhering to its 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. And no per- 
son may be convicted of it unless on the testimony 
of two witnesses to the same overt act, or on con- 
fession in open court Justice Marshall at the first 
hearing held that no testimony had been submitted 
to prove an overt act, but held Burr on the lesser 
charge, that he had attempted a military expedition 
against Spain. 


In June of the same year the grand jury indicted 


Burr for treason, charging that he had levied war 
against the United States at Blennerhasset Island 
and had set in motion a -warlike array against New- 
Orleans. At the trial numerous witnesses testified 
to the setting out of the Burr expedition from the 
island, but the defense pointed out that it had shown 
that Burr was 200 miles away in Kentucky at that 
time 
Advising war, they said, was one thing and 


levying it another. The chief justice finally ruled in 
effect that if there» was a treasonable assemblage, 
that was an overt act requiring two witnesses to 
prove against the defendant, while procurement of 
the treasonable assemblage was also a component 
part of the overt act'and also required two witnesses. 
This amounted to requiring two overt acts to be 
proved by two witnesses. 


The following day the prosecution, being unable to 


prove the procurement of fhe treasonable assemblage 
by two witnesses, submitted the case and the jury 
acquitted Burr. It was this ruling of the great jhiel 
justice which is called the only serious blemish on 
his judicial record. 


A GREAT CRIMINAL TRIAL. 


On* hundred and twenty years ago, March 30 1807 


thero began before Chief Justice Marshall in the 
Eaglo tavern at Richmond, Va., probably the most 
notable criminal trial in the history of American 
jurisprudence. It was that of Aaron Burr, late vico- 
president of the United States, who was charged with 
treason. It resulted in his acquittal, but Edward S, 
Corwln, professor of jurisprudence at Princeton uni- 
versity, and author of "John Marshall and the Con- 
stitution," has said that "Marshall's conduct of the 
Burr trial jtor treason is the ono serious blemish in 
his judicial record." 


Even after 120 years the "Burr conspiracy" has 


never been thoroughly solved. When he left the vice 
presidency in 1S05 he was bankrupt and a social,out- 
cast. Ho went to tho homo of Harman Blennerhassst 
on an Island in the Ohio river near Marietta, impos- 


ALL OF THE SAME MOULD. 


At one time in his stormy career, the late W. J. 


Bryan advocated a government newspaper. 
Perhaps 


the Inconsistency of his position never occurred to the 
great Commoner—his advocacy of a governmental 
newspaper took place late in his life, when repeated 
defeats and rebuffs had done much to sour the na- 
tural generosity and sweetness of his disposition.

nothing shall be put into them which has not pre- 
viously been censored by the responsible authoiities. 


Italv's new censorship law marks the depth of its 


degradation under Mussolini.

If this censorship law 
stand = Italy will have a standardized life m the 
world of literature, art and music, which will marK 
the termination of its brilliant contributions in these 
fields.

Proposed Charter Changes. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 21. 


To the editor of the Lincoln Star: 
The proposed amendments to the 
city chater hav e been published sev- 
eral times. It is presumed that most 
people ate familiar with the act- 
ual changes. Therefore, they need 
not be restated here. It may not be 
amiss, however, to restate some of 
the reasons vvny these amendments 
are presented at this time. 


In the first place it is a notorious 


fact that there is a very general 
dissatisfaction 
with 
the 
present 


form of city government. Twice 
within the past year a. proposal to 
Increase the tax levy to meet the 
growing needs of the city has been 
defeated by overwhelming majori- 
ties. I take it that vote was an in- 
dication that the people of the city 
do^not have the proper confidence 
in the present city government. It 
was primarily to meet this situation 
that the framers of the proposed 
amendments decided it was 
time 


something must be done. 
. After the November election there 
was left but a short time in which 
to prepare a plan to present at the 
pring city election. Otherwise there 
ould be no lehef for another two 
j ears. The situation seemed of suf- 
ricient importance to require imme- 
diate action This is why the pro- 
posed amendments were 
prepared 


and presented to the people at this 
time. 


No one maintains that the pro- 


posed plan is a perfect one It was 
written by a. group of twelve or 
more whose names with others have 
been published as sponsoring these 
amendments It would be impossi- 
ble for a group of people working 
together for the common good, to 
produce what any one of the group 
would consider a perfect result The 
only way to get a perfect plan is 
to have one man write it. And then 
it would seem perfect only to that 
one man. No, the only possible waj 
to get any result In a democratic 
government such as ours is by way 
of compromise and agreement on a 
course which, under all the circum- 
stances, seems the best attainable 
The man who, In governmental af- 
fairs, insists on having his own way 
because he thinks that the best way 
always gets nowhere And rightfully 
so, because a man who would take 
such an attitude is always wrong 
Yet there are many such. 


There is one thing, however, upon 


which this group aoea thoroughly 
agree, and that is that the pro- 
posed plan is a great Improvement 
upon our present plan. That Is a 
long step toward the ideal goal 


The practical proposition then for 


the voters to decide is not whether 
this is the best possible, but is it a 
better plan than thci present one 
It is exactly the same as though 
the present plan of city govern- 
ment and the proposed plan were 
presented to you to select one or

structive It is much easier to sil 
still antil some one else does some- 
thing and then criticize and belittle 
what was done. 


Now, what were the general prin- 


ciples upon which the group who 
present the pioposed amendments 
acted? They were, 
briefly 
stated, 


these 


All government has in its very 


natuie two lanctions to ptilorm. It 
must decide on what to do—that is, 
outline its policies, make laws anJ 
regulations.

In a gen- 
eral way, the first is its legrislat.ve 
or political function and the second 
its executive or business function 


It cannot be said that either one 


of these functions is more import- 
ant than the other In ordei to have 
good government w e must have wise 
and appropriate policies, laws and 
regulations. But wise policies and 
laws, to be of any avail, must be

A Suggestion for Soldering. 
Do not,attempt to soldering; job 


until the iron has been properly 
"tinned/' otherwise

Fuses and Their Uses. 


Fuses for electrical circuits come 
beled as AC and DC fuses. There 
5 no difference between AC 
and 


3C fuses. They may be used in- 
erchaugeably, and labels DC and 
C have no significance in this con- 
ection. A fuse is simply a piece 
f wlro or ribbon.made of a metal- 
c alloy which has a very low fus- 
ng point That is, it melts at a 
ery low temperature. As current 
lows through; the heat generated 
s so great as to melt the alloy. 
The fuse is tho weakest part in 
he line. If the line is overloaded, 
he fuse is the first to melt, and 
hat melts long before any-other 
)art of the line gets warm enough 
o damage the insulation. The fuse 
;erves the same purpose in a radio 
circuit as the. safety valve does on 
a steam boiler. It protects the en- 
ire system by sacrificing itself at 
he first approach of danger. But 
AC and DC fuses are made of the 
same alloy and they are of the 
same size for any given rating. The 
rating- indicates at what 
current 


the heat generated in the strip is 
high enough to melt the alloy. There 
s absolutely no difference in the 
heating effects of AC and DC of 
lie same amperage.

Chiang Says China Will Deny 


Special Rights to Foreigners 


SHANGHAI, March 56.—(U. P.) 


—Marshal Chiang Kai-Shek, com- 
mander in chief ot the victorious 
Cantonese armies, tonight served 
formal notice on the world that the 
Chinese, movement he represented 
was determined to put an end to the 
"unequal treaties" and all spe.-lal 
rights and privileges enjoyed by the 
foreigner in China. 
. 
Chiang arrived her.e suddenly af- 


ter a rapid boat trip from AVuhu, 
during- ivhlch, without stopping, he 
passed Nanking, scene of the most 
serious anti-foreign disorders of the 
present civil war. 
The Cantonese military leader 


pledged himself to the abrogation of 
all foreign special trading rights 
and 
concessions. 
He said, how- 


ever, that force would not be used, 
and that the Cantonese aims would 
be sought 
chiefly by 
means of 
strikes and boycotts. 
Meanwhile, foreign warships and 
river steamers were evacuating for- 
eign refugees from points up the 
Yangtze river, where the growth of 
antt-foreign feeling had made their 
continued res'dence impossible. 
Every load of refugees arriving 


here brought new tales of rioting, 
looting and outrages. 


Complete Evacuation. 


The successful evacuation of all 
remaining Americans in Nankins:. 
as well as other foreigners, was in- 
dicated by wireless dispatches from 
ships standing by there. But other 
foreigners still were isolated in the 
interior. 
Mrs. J. lx. Davis, wife of the XJn:- 
t*d States consul at banking-, upon 
her arrival 
here told a thrflling 
story of flight across the city to 
Socony Hill, of the siege there, ot 
the barrage laid down by British 
and American

ty's final safe flight to the water 
front under the protection of the 
barrage. Mrs. Davis is from Sa'ls- 


Slmllar stories, differing only in 


detail, were told by other refugees--, 
as foreigners from all sections of 
the great Tangtze river area con- 
tinued to flee to the protection of 
warships In the river.

The Chinese Version. 


At the same 
time the 
Chinese 


version of the Nanking affair was 
broadcast in the native city hero. 
Chinese reports said that hundreds 
of natives had been killed by the 
barrage at Nanking and the anti- 
lorelgn feeling has been whipped to 
a new heat. Nationalists here said 
their faction had not participated in 
violence at Nanking. 
Though no 


untoward event had occurred up to 
a late hour tonight, the situation 
was regarded as more tense than 
at any time since the fall Shang- 
hai to the southeners. 


The barricades about the foreign 


settlement were heavily guarded to- 
night and American marines were 
sent to another post In the lines 
supporting the British on the west 
side.

"Shall we return to an old an-1 


liquated form of city government?" 
asks Richard F. Stout, Lincoln at- 
torney, in the following communi- 
cation : 
Lincoln, March 26. 


To the Editor of The Star:—In 


the year 1913 the City of Lincoln 
abandoned the councilmamc form 
of government because it was un- 
workable and hopelessly inefficient. 
The commission form of g-overn- 
ment supplanted the cumbersome 
and obsolete plan. Lincoln's great- 
est development and progress dates 
from the adoption of the more mod- 
ern government. 
When the councilmanic form of 


government was abandoned the as- 
sessed valuation of property within 
tho city of Lincoln was $48,145,100. 
Since then the city has grown, and 
today the 
a&sessed valuation 
oi 


property here amounts to $102,151,- 
750. 
Under the councilmanic form 


of government Lincoln was just a 
town. Undec the commission form 
of government it has become a 
great, progressive city. 
Prior to the adoption of the com- 
mission form of government 
the 


city of Lincoln embraced only 7.6 
square mile.s of territory. Since the 
chang-e Lincoln has grown in size, 
and' now IS.57 square miles are 
within the city boundaries. 
Only 46 miles of paved streets 


were constructed during the time 
that Lincoln was under the coun- 
cilmanic form of government. 
To- 


day approximately 150 miles of the 
streets of Lincoln are paved. 
Before the adoption of the com- 
mission form of government the 
public were 
shamefully neglected. 


The city then had parks covering 
100 acres. Under the commission 
the park svstem has been greatly 
developed, "and today Lincoln has 
597 acres in improved public parks. 


Growth on Fviry Hand. 


The last census prior to 1913 gave 
Lincoln a population of 43,973. To- 
day tho population of the city of 
Lincoln is estimated at 70,000. Dur- 
ing the last year the councilmanic 
form of government the receipts of 
the1 citv water department 
were 


$151 440.74. During the ^ear ending 
September 3- 1926 tlie city water 
department collected 5287,711.73, an 
increase of $136,270.99. These fig- 
ures do not include the receipts of 
the city light department during 
the period mentioned. 
Sanitation hasNnot been lost signt 


of under the commission form of 
government. In 1913 only 90 miles 
of sewer had been laid in the city 
of Lincoln. 
Today 173 miles 
of 
sewer have been constructed. 


The bonded debt of the city of 


Lincoln has been reduced from $1,- 
012 500 in 1913. when the council- 
manic form of government 
was 


abandoned, to $686.400 in 1926, and 
this notwithstanding the fact that 
during the period from 1913 to the 
present time new bonds have been 
issued by the City of Lincoln for 
sewer, parks, water and lighting, 
aggregating 
approximately ,S5oO.- 


000. 
The average reduction m the 


bond debt during this period was 
slightly more than $63,000 annual- 
ly, while the 
average 
reduction 


during the nine years preceding, 
when we' had 
the councilmanic 


form of government, was but $30,- 
000 per year. But notwithstanding- 
all of this, a little group of well 
meaning business men would have 
ua go back to the old form of gov- 
ernment.

It is readily seen that the meth- 


ods of procedure in these two de- 
partments of government, in order 
to get the best results, must be 
the exact opposite. In the one ar- 
gument, 
deliberation and com- 


promise; in the other, speed 
effi- 


ciency and exactitude 


The failure to keep these 
two 


functions of government—the leg- 
islative and executive—entirely sep- 
arate the one from the other, has 
been the cause of most of our fail- 
ures in city government in 
this 
country. 


In the light of this general state- 


ment of principles it is easy to see 
that the executive, a business de- 
partment, must be unified under one 
head, while the legislative and tax 
levying department must be 
at 


least large enough to consttiute a 
real representative and deliberative 
body. 


Now, 
what do we have in our 


present city government? We have 
the executive department divided 
Into five separate'heads and prac- 
tically no legislative department at 
all. 
The city business is divided 


into five departments with a com- 
missioner at the head of each. All 
legislation must, of course, have to 
do with one of the five depart- 
ments. 
• 


The man at the head of a de- 


partment prepares all laws, rules 
and regulations relating to his de- 
partment and the other commis- 
sioners usually O. K. the 
wishes 


of the several heads, with the re- 
sult that we have a city govern- 
ment without any legislative 
de- 


partment at all. As it now is, we 
have no public discussion of pub- 
lic affairs. • Laws and regulations 
are enacted by private agreement 
among three or four men. The men , 
who spend the public money, vote 'mayor'and council. Thr..t is em- 


it to themselves to spend. We hav

The fact tnat we have had pret 


ty g-ood government in the city o 
Lincoln during: the past years i 
high tribute to the men who hav 
been running- it, when you con 
sider the handicaps of our presen 
form. 


Now, compare with this the pro 


posed plan. It separates absolutel 
the legislative and executive side 
•of government. It unifies the exe 
cutive side 
under one head. 
] 


creates a real legislative councl 
large enough to be a real delibera 
tive 'body where all section's anc 
interests and viewpoints of the peo 
pie will be represented. In orde 
to insure that all sections and kind 
of people will be represented it i; 
composed of twelve, 
elected 
oni 


from each ward of the cit> and si> 
at large. This council will becorn 
the open forum of the city wher 
public opinion will be expressed anc 
created and directed; 
where du< 


publicity will be given to city af 
fairs. Ever since the old city coun 
cil was abolished interest in-pub?- 
lic questions on the part of th< 
people, has steadily 
-waned 
unti 


now there is an almost utter in- 
difference on the part of the peo- 
ple as to what goes on in our cit; 
hall. 
This is a serious state .o 
affairs. 


The success of popular govern- 


ment depends entirely upon a live- 
ly and intelligent interest of the 
people in general in their govern- 
mental affairs. In order to 
create 


and maintain this general interesl 
and 
enlightened public 
opinion 


there must of necessity be some 
organ of department 
of 
govern- 
nent mainly charged with this im- 
portant duty. People whose one idea 
of government is 
business 
effi- 


ciency, overlook this necessity, and 
n consequence all • forms of gov- 
ernment based upon business effi- 
ciency alone always fail. A popular 
government such as ours must be 
efficient, of course, but more than 
.hat it must create and direct pub- 
ic opinion and be guided and di- 
•ected by public opinion. All its im- 
jortant acts must be based upon 
:he broad foundation of a. sound 
and enlightened public opinion. This 
s impossible except through 
an 


assembly large enough to be truly 
•epresentative 
where 
all ' public 


questions are freely and publicly 
discussed and detremined. 


Several public statements 
have 


been made recently to the effect 
hat the proposed amendments 
to 


ur city charter mean a return to 
he old council and. mayor system 
as it existed prior to 1913. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the truth. 


I am uncertain whether this argu- 


ment is used by opponents 
of a 


change merely to throw dust or not. 
It is probably true that some sin- 
cerely believe it. To them I would 
say that either they have failed to 
examine the proposed^amendments, 
or else they have forgotten 
the 


outstanding features of the old sys- 
tem. 


Under the old system we had the 


executive department of the city 
government divided among a mayor, 
a city engineer, a city, attorney, a 
treasurer, a clerk and an 
excise 


board, each independent of the oth- 
er, and each elected by the people 
at largo. There was no central con- 
trolling authority. We also had a 
city council of fourteen. This coun- 
cil had in addition to its legisla- 
tive functions, important executiv 
functions and controlled 
througl 
its committees, most of the execu 
tive activities of the city. It was 
in fact, the only co-ordinating au 
thority of the various executive de 
partmentp. It was^-th'e only 
powe: 


which could order the five or 
si> 


executive departments to do any 
thing. And it was because of this 
admixture of legislative and execu 
tive functions that the old counci 
failed to satisfy. 


Compare this with the proposer 


plan and- then judge for yourselves 
what an utter 
misstatenwnt anc 


misrepresentation of the facts th 
statement is that this is atreturn 
to the old plan. 


One other consideration: What If 


the relative cost of the new plan as 
compared with the old? Under th< 
present plan the total salaries o 
the five commissioners is 
$10,50C 


per year. Under the new plan it wil 
be $9,000. A saving of $1,500 
per 


year. Not a very important matter 
to be sure. 
And it is- not men- 


tioned for the purpose of giving i 
much importance. But some of the 
critics say that the present .$10,500 
per year will be paid in addition to 
the $9,000 
salaries of 
the 
new 


phaticaHy denied. The new mayor 
und council will perform, all of tho 
duties now performed by the five 
commissioners. As It is now, all'the 
actual work of the departments ex- 
cept general supervision is done by 
clerks and deputies. 
The present 


five commissioners now do only the 
legislative .work and the general 
supervision of the departments. Un- 
der the new plan the mayor and 
council will do all the work now 
done by the five and the actual 
work . of the. departments will be 
done just as it is now done, the 
only change being: that the man in 
charge who is now called deputy 
will be called head of the depart- 
ment. The actual outlay for salaries 
in the several departments 
need 


not be changed. And if'changed at 
all under the new system it is just 
as apt to be reduced as increased. 


it is the plain duty of the voters 


to study 
carefully 
the 
proposed 


changes, compare them with " the 
present city government and ' then 
vote for the .plan which seems like- 
ly to bring us the better results. '
